While the merchants have felt the hard 


times seriously the buslncis of tho city 
Ints lioon as good as could be expected ami 
wiii hotter than In moat oltloa of tho same 
dl/.e. Since January flrat last there have 
(wen a largo number of merchants who 
have been unable to tide over flnancia 
illfllnultleaand have been forced to close 
their doors but this has boen thecaaoal! 
over the country. 
On tho other hand 


• liiitc a nnmborof the merchants hav< 
enlarged their stores and expanded thol: 
liiminem. Tho great presidential cam 
jiai|?n ol 189(1 wug a big event of the year 
Since tlio election buslnena has settled 
down and many of the manufacturing In 
<luitrlus of the city, which wore closed 
juitt of tho time, liavo again opened u 
t.huir doors for work. On tho whole th 
proanerts lor a good year to oomo Is on 
uniraglng, and the general opinion of th 
business men of the city la that 1807 wll 
lirgin one of tho most prosperous period 
the city 1ms experienced for a number o 
years. 


Thousands of dollars havo boon expend- 


«rt tho past yoar on tho Improvements of 
the city and building of public works. 
Sewera have, been jmb In, sidewalks laid 
.UK! many other Important changes have 
(wen carried out. The amount of build- 
ing donu In the year, although not n* 
great as tho year previous can bo said to 
lie large when tho financial condition ol 
tho community Is considered. 
In spite of 


the bard times soioo of the handsomest 
liuildlngH In the city Imvn been erected 
ami this very thing has given employment 


t<> many mem who would otherwise have 
b:mn out of work. 
It Is estimated that 


about three-quarters of a million dollars 
have been expanded for building during 
the year. 


Tim nature of some of the buildings 


which have heun added to tho city hug 
changed materially the manner of con 
iltiotlng business. The erection of KOV 
oral IilRh buildings for office purposes hn 
ulven to tho place a metropolitan BI 
which It would not otherwise possess. 
During tho past year there has boon 
general moving among the business men 
which lias I won caused by tbo new build 
Ings. Tho llrst of tho year will flou moe 
every professional man In different office 
from where ho was twelve months before

The amount of building done In tho 


part year hag not been M great aa that of 
IHW5 but considering the foot that the 
hard time* have beeufelt by almost every- 
one It w«s an exceedingly good yoar for 
bnlldlng. It ha* been estimated that tho 
amount of building and repairing done in 
the year of 1898 will amount to about 
thn» quarter* of a million dollar*. Two 
of tho handsome bnalne«s block of the 
city, the Mlllikln bank building and the 
Morehonas, Well* * Co. bnlldlng, al 
though started the year previous, wen 
completed In 1896 and opened for bus!

meowed tho number ot books on tb 
iclves, and the methods ot the manngi 
out, there la not a city tho size of Deca 
ir In tho state with n bettor library. A 
rasont there aro 16,383 books of all klm 
. tho library, and about 1000 of thos 
avo been purchased during the post yea 
Among these lira somo of tho IIIOB 
aluohlo volumes in the llbrity.

f managers of tho library contains son 
ntcrostlng figures.

he whole number of books circulate

JOH; the average eiroulBton fora month 
was 71J7, and for » (lay 315. Of tho books 
;aken out of the library 15 per cent wore 
literary and scientific works, 50 per cent 
prose tlrtton, and 3D per cent juvenile 
jooks. The number of cards issued dur- 
ing tho library yoir wore 1(132. There 
aro now over 4000 persons who take ad- 
vantage of tho ptlvlloga ot taking books 
from tbe library. This number Includes 
grown persons both riub and poor, high 
school students, and children of all ages. 


There aro some interesting figures In 


regard to the number of persons visiting 
tho reading rooms In olio year. Tho num- 
ber was 87,088. Tho largest number in 
one month was 13,046, the smallest num- 
ber 4783. Tho largest number of visitors 
in one day was 840, the smallest number 


SO. The average monthly attendance 
as 7300, tho average dally attendance 
34. The total number of persons who 
ave had the educational advantages of 
.aklng books from tbo library and vialt- 
ng tho reading rooms in one year was 
78.615.

This makes n total of 1H47 persona 
who havo been admitted to tho farm since 
the year 1873, and 183 who hove died in 
tho same time. The farm now consists 
of about 200 acres of land, with buildings 
which will 
comfortably 
accommodate 


about 80 persons. 


During tbo year thcro him been sold 


from tho place about 1700 worth of grain, 
stock and butter. Mr. Burley says that 
it docs not cost him more than 60 cent* 
per capita per week to maintain tlio In- 
mates, and at this remarkably low price 
they are wall fed and cured tor.

been used on the farm during tho year: 
5000 pounds of pork; 5 beeves; 20,000 
pounds of flour, and 6500 pounds of corn 
meal. AH of this was produced on the 
farm. 
One hundred und fifty tons of coal 


was used to heat tbo furnace and for cook- 
Ing purposes. 


Lucas Rockwell Is the oldest inmato of 


the farm. 
Ho hnf boen under tho care of 


the county since before 1807 when the 
farm was located south of tho elty. Mr. 
lurley has Iwen Steward of tho farm 
since March, 1804. The place la now in 
excellent condition and there ore very 
ow Improvements which It will be neoos 


The record of tho work ot tho loesal V 


M. C. A. for tho past year makes a credi- 
table showing. Notwithstanding tho fact 
that tho association was without a gyia- 
nnslum Instructor for about six months 
the physical work Is in better condition 
than It ovejr was at any previous time. 
Tho figures on the books show that dur- 
ing tho year 1400 Imtlis wero given, em- 
ployment wus lound for nine young men, 
lodging provided for four, nionls for nine- 
toon, sixty-live were directed to hoarding 
places, assistance was given to lllty-llvo 
who wero sick. Since September 1 sixty 
gymnasium classes huvu boon held with a 
total attendance of 018, while 700 persons 
hnvo made HBO of the gymnasium In tlire'ii 
months. 
Herbert S. Hair was recently 


appointed physical insrtaclor and has 
been making groat progress in the orgun- 
1/ullon and conducting of the classes.

North ('tirolinn is practically a KtaU- 
without cities, and that as the torelgn- 
born population of every state is to be 
found chiefly in the large cities, the cose 
is easily explained, but such an explana- 
tion, unfortunately, does not cover the 
ease.
